Neck road, Huntington, N. Y., near 
the. Parsons' farm. Livingston de- 
nied that he had inserted the ad, 
and said he had no desire to act as 
intermediary. 


Meanwhile, New York police 


questioned a taxi driver who re- 
ported early today that a woman 
resembling Mrs. Parsons rode with 
him from mid-town Manhattan 
last night 
to the Pennsylvania 


station. The driver, Nat Lewis, 
said that another woman and a 
man accompanied the woman he 
believed to be the missing heiress. 


Delay Not Explained 


There was ,no explanation of. 


why Lewis delayed giving the in- 
formation to police. He said he 
was convinced the woman was 
Mrs. Parsons. 


"I know her sister-in-law," he 


said, "and that's why I know it 
was Mrs. Parsons." 


Federal agents took charge of 


all phases of the investigation to- 
day.

It was 
in the hardest fight of its short career. 


"Back-to-Work" Urged 


Company executives openly encourage "back-to- 


work" movements. 


President Frank Purnell of Youngstown Sheet and 


Tube Co. arranged to meet officers of one such organiza- 
tion at Youngstown today. 


Mayor Daniel J. Shields of Johnstown, Pa., called for 


a "hack-tCKKorkll mau&hJka ..Bethlehem's Cambria planet 
there. He said he would have 5,000 vigilantes on duty by 
Friday to protect "homes^- 
and property" while 175 
state troopers policed the 
picket lines. 


Into the already tense sit- 


uation at Johnstown, where 
pickets assembled to hold 
their lines against the pro- 
jected "march," new vio- 
lence was projected when a 
bomb exploded early today at a 
gate of the plant. 


Police said there was no damage 


and that no one was hurt, but the 
explosion waa forceful enough to 
be heard several miles away in 
Johnstown.

director in Youngstown, summar- 
ized the union's attitude

"We will give our answer on the 


picket line," he said. 


The lines, thin for many days, 


were being strengthened.

use of the Ohio miiitia had not 
yet been considered. But it was 
understood arrangements had been 
perfected to call it out at the first 
violence that seemed in danger of 
getting beyond local control.

Maintenance Of Steady Flow 


Needed In Nation 


WASHINGTON, June 18—(UP) 


Permanent American farm pros- 
perity must have as its sound base 
industrial stability at home and 
revival of world markets, accord- 
ing to A. G. Black, chief economist 
of the Department of Agriculture. 


"Farmers have learned that one 


of the biggest factors in farm sta- 
bility is industrial stability," Black 
said in a departmental review of 


* 


l"-.he agricultural situation." 


"During the depression," he con- 


tinued, "they were witness to a 
very sharp decrease in industrial 
production and relatively stable 
industrial prices, while, at 
the 


same time, their production was 
maintained 
at high levels and 


their prices crashed to all-time 
lows." 


Farmers, Black said have gone 


through a period of extremely un- 
certain and variable prices and 
income. After four years of stead- 
ily rising prices and income they 
are looking into the future deter- 
mined to do what they can to pre- 
vent such diastrous fluctuations 
in the future, he said. 


"Viewpoint Become* Wider 


"Farmers today realize that they 


are a part of a great, complex 
economic system—that their busi- 
ness affairs extend beyond their 
own fence rows, their county and 
state lines, even beyond the bor- 
ders of the country. 


"They realize that the problem 


of economic stability is not just a 
farm problem—nor yet just an in- 
dustrial problem. It is not a prob- 
lem of Texas alone, nor of New 
Jersey alone. 


"Economic 
stability 
can 
be 


achieved only through the joint 
efforts of farmers and city people, 
of the future—one of the big prob- 
fclems of economic stability and se- 
curity for farmers—is to maintain 
a'steady flow of industrial prod- 
ucts from the factories and mines 
of the nation," Black said. 


When the production of indus- 


trial products is decreased and the 
production of farm products is 
maintained at the same level, it 
means that farmers get fewer in- 
dustrial products in exchange for 
each unit of farm production, he 
said. 


If the nation is not to suffer 


from recurring booms and depres- 
sions economic stability must be 
maintained by keeping farm and 
factory production and farm and 
city purchasing power balanced, 
Black said. 


Self Help Limited 


"Reduction of farm production 


is effective in improving farm 
well-being during time of depres- 
sion, but the benefits from achiev- 
ing a balance in this way are 
limited." Black said. "After a cer- 
tain

has 
been 
reached 


further improvement in farmers' 
well-being must come through ex- 
panding industrial production."

•THE first partial step in inaugurating 


trans-Atlantic air service, it. appears, 


will be opening of a New York-Bermuda 
line this summer. 


Pan-American 
announced 
this week 


that both its transports and British Im- 
perial 
Airways ships now in Bermuda 


would begin preliminary flights shortly 
between the two terminals, in preparation 
for the opening of regular service later 
this season. 


Meanwhile, the German Lufthansa and 


Air France are continuing their surveys of 
the Azores - Bermuda route, since the 
four nations have an agreement through 
which their terminals will be used mu- 
tually when the service is opened—pos- 
sibly a year from this summer. 


As for the northern 
Atlantic 
route, 


•which Pan-American and Imperial Air- 
ways have also surveyed carefully, it is re- 
ported that the Canadian objection to hav- 
ing the western terminal outside the British 
commonwealth has been overcome by split- 
ting the route in Newfoundland. 


One branch would then run directly 


through Nova Scotia to New York, and the 
other to Montreal, the two terminals con- 
nected by a separate line. 


If this really proves to be the outcome, 


cither the Canadians are easily mollified 
or else London could never have taken 
their point very seriously in the first 


The amount of passenger traffic that 


•would be diverted to Montreal must cer- 
tainly be negligible in comparison with 
what would normally flow between New 
[York and London. 


BELT LINE BAROMETER 


A BAROMETER, which measures by in- 
" verse ratio the chances of surviving to 
the Biblical three-score-and-ten or even 
longer, has been found in the belt line. 
Statisticians, in a report which they have 
called "Girth and Death", state that one 
of the most fundamental and valuable con- 
tributions of life insurance statistics to pub- 
lic health is the establishment of the fact 
that body girth and length of life vary in- 
versely with each other. The serious atten- 
tion now being given the problem of over- 
weight, they say, affords one of the chief 
hopes of increasing the average length of 
life, since the reduction of excess weight 
will cut the mortality rate from the im- 
portant diseases of middle and later life, 
against which the least progress has so far 
been made. 


The statisticians report that distinctly 


obese men, that is, those who are 35 per- 
cent or more above average weight, have a 
mortality more than one and one half times 
that of men of average weight. 


Higher than average mortality prevails 


among overweights generally, they find. 
Men, 
from 25 to 34 percent overweight, 


have an excess mortality of 45 percent, 
while among those 15 to 24 percent over-

Merry-Go-Round

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AL CAPONE PROSECUTOR FAVORED 
WASHINGTON — The prosecutor who 


was Al Capone's nemesis is secretly 


being considered for the job of counsel in 
the tax-evasion investigation. 


He is Dwight "Pete" Green, who in 1927, 


as a 31-year-old Special U. S. Attorney, 
sent the notorious gunman and racketeer 
to the penitentiary on tax fraud charges, 
after Capone had repeatedly beaten num- 
erous other "raps." Green was rewarded 
for his work with appointment as U. S. 
District Attorney of northern Illinois. 


He is now practising law in Chicago. Al- 


though a Republican in politics, he is held 
in high professional esteem by New Deal 
lawyers, who have warmly recommended 
him for the investigation job. 


The place was first offered to Senior As- 


sistant Attorney General Robert Jackson. 
The brilliant New Yorker has had consid- 
erable experience in tax matters as gener- 
al counsel of the Internal Revenue Bureau. 
He prosecuted the $3,000,000 tax evasion 
suit against former Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Andrew W. Mellon. 


Jackson is unable to participate in the 


tax probe, however, because the anti-trust 
action he recently instituted against the 
Aluminum Corporation of America is re- 
quiring all his time and attention. 


CONGRESS WIVES 


Many congressional wives play import- 


ant roles in the success of their husbands 
— far more than the public appreciates. 


For instance, the efficiency of Speaker 


Bankhead is due, in large part, to the eagle 
eye which Mrs. Bankhetd keeps on his 
health. The Speaker, who was not well a 
year or so ago, now is working long and 
regular hours on what is the most grueling 
job on Capitol Hill. It has killed three men 
in the last five years.

usually twice a day. carrying a vacuum 
bottle to make sure her husband does not 
neglect his diet.

After maturity, underweight is a fav-

30 to 39, average weight; ages 40 to 49, 
slight underweight, ages 50 and over, an 
appreciable degree of underweight. 


Among overweights the so-called "pot- 


bellied" variety has the highest mortality. 
Overweights whose abdominal girth was 
more than two inches than chest girth at 
full expansion, were found to haxe an ex- 
tra mortality of approximately 60 percent, 
over and above the excess mortality associ- 
ated with overweight itself. 
Tall over- 


weights, with relatively long trunks and 
short legs, did better than other tall over- 
weights; but among medium height and 
short overweights, the reverse is true. The 
big-chested overweight showed up less 
favorably than those with smaller chest 
girths, while the large-boned overweight, 
as a general thing, was found superior to 
the flabbier type. 


High blood pressure, the study shows, is 


more than two and a half times as common 
among overweights as among persons of 
average build.

Fresh Fruits Desirable Foods in Summertime 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


NOT LONG ago I saw an old 


picture of a street in New York 
in 1895, in which was shown an 
ice wagon making its 
regular 


rounds. When 
the p i c t u r e 
was published 
it was called 
" S u m m e r 
Luxuries". Yet 
there is no one 
today in even 
moderate cir- 
c u m a tances, 
who c a n n o t 
have plenty of 
this luxury. 


We natural- 


ly turn to 'cool 
tilings in the 
summer, 
and 


our enjoyment 


has 
been greatly enhanced 
by 


modern methods of refrigeration. 


Egyptians knew that evapora- 


tion would cool liquids. Frescoes 
dating back to 2500 B. C., show 
slaves fanning jars with palm 
leaves for this purpose. Caves and 
primitive food cellars wer^ used 
up until a short time ago. 
Home 


refrigeration is a comparatively 
recent development.

frozen fruits and vegetables which 
can now be obtained in packages 
are delicious and healthful.

Fresh Fruit Ripens on Way 
The shipper of fresh fruits must 


pick slightly on the green side and 
permit the fruits and vegetables 
to ripen in transit. 


After being frozen, these fruits 


can be shipped a long way without 
changing in quality whatever. 


Fruits are desirable as summer 


food because they contain a large 
amount of sugar in a form that ia 
easily absorbed, and because they 
furnish sufficient energy rapidly 
without necessarily 
heating th^' 


body. Their "specific heat" is nofi 
as high as protein, which la ona 
of the reasons for their popularity* 


Fruits contain fruit acids, but 


these immediately turn to alkaline 
salts in the body, and the effect of 
eating fruits is to make the body 
alkaline rather than acid.
